Chicago. Ang. 13. — Attorney General 
Maloney Sunday discussed the filing of 
his petition for quo warranto to forfeit 
the charter of the Pullman Palace Cur 
Co. He declared emphatically that no- 
body was "lehind him" in the quo 
■warranto proceedings, and that he had 
contemplated such a coup during the 
most exciting period of the strike, but 
was advised by friends to wait. 

“Was the determination to attack the 
Pullman Co.’s right to its franchises 
a sudden one?" be was asked. 

“By no means. I began to look into 
the facts months ago. In June last I 
had finished my investigation, and 
made it clear that the company had 
forgotten, apparently, all about the 
original powers, and had gone on 
creating powers of its own. The com- 
pany was chartered in 1867 by a special 
act of the legislature to engage in the 
manufacture of railroad cars. It has, 
however, acquired over 500 acres of 
land.

Lieut. J. D Jerrold Kelley gives an 
interesting chapter of “Superstitions 
of the Sea” in the Century. After 
studying them fairly well, he donbts if 
modern sailors are more superstitious 
than any other class with equal train- 
ing and opportunities 

in earlier days superstition was as 
much a part of every ship as the water 
she was to float in, for it entered with 
the wood scarfed into her keel and 
climbed to the flags and garlands waving 
at her mastheads; it ran riotously at her 
launching, controlled her name, her 
crew and cargoes; it timed her days 
and hours of sailing and convoyed her 
voyages; it summoned apparitions for 
her ill-fortune and evoked portents 
and signs, for her prosperity; it made 
; winds blow foul or fair, governed her 
successful ventures and arrivals, and, 
when her work was done, promised a 
port of rest somewhere off the shores 
of. Fiddler’s Green, where all good 
sailors rest eternally, or threatened 
foul moorings deep in the uncanny 
locker of Davy J ones of ballad memory. 

In many countries stolen wood was 
mortised into the keel, as it made the 
ship sail faster at night; though if tho 
first blow struck in fashioning this keel 
drew fire, the ship was doomed to 
wreck upon her maiden voytge. Silver 
(usually a coin) placed in the mainmast** 
stepzvent for lucky ventures, and mis- 
guided indeed was the owner who per- 
mitted any of the unlucky timbers to 
enter into the construction. Something 
of the ceremonious character given to j 
launchings survives to this day; where 
of old ships were decked with flowers 
and crowns of leaves, flags now flutter;

NUMBER NINE IN MYTHOLOGY. 

tYfcat a German FroTeasor Ha* to Say of 
Three Time* Three. 

It is not often that a single figure 
has enjoyed the distinction of being 
the subject of long study and investi- 
gation on the port of a German univer- 
sity professor. But “The Number 
Nine” is the title of a long and learned 
article in a recent edition of “Am Ur- 
quell,” by Prof. Reinhold, at present 
rector of tho University of Berlin. “In 
early times,” writes the professor, “the 
first uneven number (3) and its mul- 
tiple (U) were considered of especial 
importance, likewise all numbers 
which contained 9. Heathen philoso- 
phers, or Christian mystic writers, the 
legends of nations, the religions of 
mirtdem peoples, all go to prove the 
holiness or sanctity of the number 9. 
In ancient Germanic life, in poetry, in 
religion and law, the number 9 is met 
everywhere. It still has its influence 
in German customs and German belief. 
In the Scandinavian mythology we find 
groups of nine walkyries, nine dises, 
nine giant mermaids or women of the 
sea, nine mothers of the god IleimdelL 
nine virgins of the Mengiod-Freyja and 
nine dwarfs. In the middle ages nine 
heroes were usually grouped together, 
as is to be seen on the beautiful foun- 
tain at Kuremburg and the lianse 
salon of the Cologne city hall. In the 
paetry of the fifteenth century groups 
of nine are favored. Proofs of this are 
to be found in the festival plays, Nos. 
3d and 47 of the Keller collection, and 
III the poem; ‘The Nine Poor Wander- 
ers’ of Hans Sachs. There were nine 
judges in Icelandic and Germanic law, 
known as ‘the nines.’ In Lucerne there 
existed until 1795 the nine men who sat 
in judgment on ordinary police cases. 
Nine children were formerly looked on 
os the ideal number for a family. * * * 
Even animals are named In old tales in 
groups of nine. In a German fairy tale 
nine birds quarrel over the wishing 
clock. They say in Tysol: ‘When nine 
I >a rents meet there is a witch among 
them.’ We also find nine a favored 
number for thftse people who make a 
sacrifice of human beings and animals.’’

The commercial traveler in England 
is little different from his American 
brother, pursuing the same line of pol- 
icy in “getting there” so far as secur- 
ing trade is concerned, says Hardware.
